Lord Roberts has secured the envi- 
able distinction of commanding the 
public confidence so completely that 
he is no longer exposed to criticiem 

Little news comes to London 
from South Africa and there is a 
shrinkage of public interest in the 
campaign. Government officials fran\ 
ly confess they do not know when 
Lord Roberts’ army will be ready to 
move, what Buller is aiming at, or 
what measures are being adopted for 
the relief of Mafeking. Lord Roberts 
is charged with full responsibility 
and has absolutely a free hand, and 
to use one of Lord Kitchener's max- 
ims, “Keeps his own secrets.” The 
plan for the advance to Kimberiey 
were disclosed to a small group of 
high officials and the same secrecy 
will be maintained respecting a fresh 
advance northward.

STEVENS’ BOOK “CAPE TOWN TO 


LADYSMITH.” 


The Copp, Clark company, limited,

It was a surging wave of 
men—Devens and Gordons, 
ters and Light Horse, all mixed 
inextricably; subalterns command- 
ing regiments, soldiers yelling advice, 
officers firing carbines, stumbling, 
leaping. killing, falling, ail drunk 
with battle, shoving through hell to 
the throat of the enemy. And there 
beneath our feet was the Boer camp 
and the last Roere-«allop'ng out of it. 
There also-thank heaven! thank 
heaven'--were equadrons of Lancers 
and Dragoon Guards storming in 
among them, shouting, epearing, 
stamping them into the ground. 
Cease firing.” 

“It was over—twelve hours of 
march, of reconnairance, of waiting, 
of preparation, and half en hour of 
attack, But half an hour crammed 
with the life of half a lifetime.’ 

The pages of the book bristle with 
such aetirring passages. In déecrib- 
ing the homecoming of the Dundee 
column to. Ladysmith, he writes: 

“Rent in ther khaki showed 
white skin; from their crimed bands 
and beads you might judge them half 
red. men, half soot black. Eyelids 
hung fat and heavy over hollow 
checks and pointed cheek bones. Only 
the eye remained—the sky blue, steel 
keen, hard, clear, unconquerable Eng- 
lish eye—to tell that 32 miles’ with- 
ont rest, four days without a square 
meal, six nighte—for many—without 
a stretch of sleep, still found them 
soldiers to the end.” 

-Of the drearinesa of the siege Mr, 
Steevens gives a most interesting 
picture, reileved by glimpses of the 
humorous tide of things, His chap- 
ter on the satlore is full of merry 
conceite Here is the commanding 
officer's opinion of a pertinaciously 
apnoying Boer artillerist: 

“That gunner.’ sald the captain, 
waving his stick at Surprise Hill, 
‘‘e a German, Nobody but a German 
atheist would have fired at us at 
Breakfast, lunch and dinner, the 
same Sunday, It got too hot for us 
when he put one ten yards from the 
cook. Anybody else we could spare. 
Then we had to go.”

regard to delay in the delivery of 
judgments than at present. The Her 
ald bas itself made enquiry into this 
matter and js informed on very good 
authority that Mr. Justice Scott has 
not a Ktngie case before him awaiting 
judement in whieh the proceedings 
have been closed, while Mr. Justice 
Rouleau has only two or three un- 
important matters to dispose of 
These judgments have decu aciayed 
to the fact that Mr. Justice 
Roviean has had a great deal of work 
to do In chambers as well as in court, 
and now that our judges are obliged 
to spend no little time in clearing 
off the dockets at outside points, as 
weil as in the trial of criminais, 
there ts considerable difficulty in find- 
ing the necessary. time to consult 
authorities which can only be had 
at the Galgary library before de- 
livering judgments which may entall 
serious results to litigants.
